8HILOH'S BATTLEFIELP. 


BUI Mfikins It n STntlonlU rarK Posit- 


ed bj tlongresw. 


WASHIHOTOS, Deo. 20.—The bill creat- 


ing a national park of the battefield of 
Shiloh has passed both houses and only 
awaits the president's signature to be- 
come a law. The bill as it passed the 
senate yesterday appropriated $75000 
and provided for a park of 3,000 acres. 
It authorizes the -secretary of war to 
acquire possession of the land included 
in the proposed limits, either by con- 
demnation or otherwise; but provides 
that the present occupants may, under 
nn arrangement with the secretary, re- 
main upon their premises, in which 
case they are to protect all landmarks 
either now existing or to be hereafter 
created, Th9 park is to be in charge 
of three commissioners, one of whom 
shall have served in the army of the 
Tennessee under General Grant, an- 
other in the army of the Ohio under 
General Buell, and the third in the 
wmy of the Miisiseippi under General 
A. 8. Johnston. The general purpose 
of the bill is»it forth ill the first sec- 
tion and is declared to be the preserva- 
tion of the ground where was fought 
one of the memorable battles in the 


senate. Mr. Breckinridge stated that 
unless this supplementary bill was 
passed immediately the work of the 
census would stop. Mr. Canon, pre- 
vailed on Mr. Breckinridge to accept 
an amendment appropriating $125,000 
for the fees of jurors (also included in 
the former bill) and as amended the 
bill was passed.

CHIPPLE CREBK, Col, Dec 
20—The 


shooting of Richard Newell, jr., general 
superintendent and chief engineer of 
the Midland Terminal railroad, by A. 
W. Van Houston, a miner, near Inde- 
pendence, last night, was the result of 
a difficulty over the right of way of the 
road. It appears that the owners of the 
Black Wonder could not agree with the 
railroad company as to the damage 
done to the property by passing over it 
and so an arbitration was decided upon 
which gave to the Black Wonder a ver- 
dict of $150. Of this sum it appears the 
Midland Terminal company only paid 
$125, and so the owners, or one of them, 
at least, Gus Yoeman, who resides in 
this city, told these men, who live in a 
cabin standing directly on the right of 
wa>, not to let the people disturb the 
house under any circumstances. The 
railroad folks were bound to go ahead, 
however, and so they swerved out and 
around the cabin with their line, thus 
making it necessary for all trains in 
passing to come almtst to a standstill at 
the point in question. 


Superintendent Newell was out on 


the road in a spi cial car. When the 
train reached the cabin Mr Newell 
signalled the engineer to stop, and, 
jumping off his car, he palled a paper 
Irom his pocket and walked mto the 
house 
When the train came to a 


standstill the engine was not six feet 
from the cabin, and as the exhaust was 
working most of the time the men say 
they could not hear what was being 
said ins:de, 
Suddenly Mr. Newell 


came out and instantly Van Houton 
appeared with a ride in his hands. A 
quarter of a minute later the weapon 
was discharged, and Newell staggered, 
ran a few feet, and fell into the arms of 
Pat McCawel. From the time he was 
shot he never spoke, and seven minutes 
later he was dead. 


Van Houton claims he shot in self 


defense, bnt six railroad men who 
witnessed the murder will testify that 
Mr. Newell was unarmed. Van Houton 
has no interest in the property in dis- 
pute. He has been taken to the jail 
at Colorado Springs. The body of Mr 
Newell has also been taken to the 
Springs and will be shipped to Cleve- 
land, Ohio, for burial.

m this country and put all telephone 
manufacturers and corporations on an 
equal footing. Unlesa special privil- 
eges are granted to existing or new tel- 
ephone companies by municipal ordi- 
nances, telephone service hereafter will 
be open to competition and will be fur- 
nished at a fair margin of profit upon 
the capital actually invested. 
The 


enormous royalties heretofore accruing 
to the owners of exclusive telephone 
patents will cease
